We awarded a standard amount of $100.00 to 49 
students last year, in comparison to 20 students in 1994. This incentive, although small, has 
been helpful to bring more students to die meeting. We feel very strongly about encouraging 
the young minds to enter the ever more difficult and competitive field of basic research. 

3. Support our Education Committee's activities at the Annual Symposium. This committee 
has conducted very well attended sessions in the last three meetings, addressing important 
issues in the field, from pre-college science education to training of graduate students and 
granting resources. As listed in the schedule, this year's program will hold workshops of 
successful hands-on exercises which may be used by both experienced and new teachers of 
developmental biology.
